Did he not ssk 
for them when busted, c he? He might well have been told to tell the °S this to 
preserve his cover and the FBI’s. 

$e can assume he may have told both the police and the FBI, or thst he 
is using covers. Why should the police have had sny interest? If be had told the 
intelligence Unit, that would have been different, but telling the cops of that 
District was like telling thaa the time of day, it meant nothing, for there was 
nothing illegal. If they recalled the previous incident, they also knew, despite 
everything, that it was not LHO who caused the fracas. 



I believe I had previously written that deBrueys knew better than to 
say this was so brief a distribution end way, Jesse Core being but one of toe 
reasons....! have a small Quiroga end a large Bringuier file (where my q NO report 
may be).

We do. not know how long it tad gone 
on before Q learned or how long it took him to tell them, if it is possible ae3 
took Q’s word for it, I think not, because Jesse also phoned him as soon as he 
simmered down. I recall his surprise that deB was so without interest, as he mace 
ir appear to Jesse. Very un-FBI like. This is in a memo I sent you from NO. 

If you reread 10E62 you may agree it is possible to draw other conclusions 
then thet Martello forgot about this. First of all, Liebeler asked him whet He was 
"involved" in, end if he did nothing he wasn’t involved, and besides, be too* ^nis 
to mean his involvement with Oswald. . .One possible assumption aere is that id snew 
q was an FBI sioolie and saw no point in duplicating.

But what doss seem strange is the LHO was home so soon, 
unless there is a tine log not indicated (as there could well have been, no time 
being indicated). For your information, from the entrance to that yard to that side 
porch, tne front being a different address, is about 50 feet.
